WEEDS COST $fi.M PER ACRE 

After two years’ study of crop 
losses from weeds on 100 farms. 
University of Manitoba plant 
scientists figure losses in yield, due 
to weed competition alone, cost 
the Manitoba farmers over $35,- 
000,000 each year. Or $5.50 per 
seeded acre. On the average, two- 
thirds of this loss was avoided by 
spraying at recommended times 
and ratea 

Other authorities suggest that 
thistles in cropped fields can be 
eradicated by spraying with 2,4-D 
Ester at the rate of % to 1 pound 
per acre as soon as the crop is re¬ 
moved. If possible this spraying 
operation should be followed two 
or three weeks later by cultivation 
of the field. The following year the 
crop should be sprayed when in 
the three to four leaf stage at the 
rate of 9 ounces per acre. This 
dual approach, which combines 
cultivation and the use of chemi¬ 
cals, should go a long way to en¬ 
sure complete control of thistles.
